“constant dropping wears away. the stone, 60 
constant reminders may stir up the ap- 
; purently unconscious persons who have our 
cowmercial future in the hollow of their 
hand. To those who realise the importance 
of this matter, the subject can never appear 
fédious, Its importance was one of the 
first official admissions made by His Ex- 
celleney the GovEenoz; and in common 
with the business community of Hongkong, 
ambiose interests wo have the best of reasons 
for espousing, we have, in season _and_out 


of season, repeatedly urged the néed off: 


action, and the dangers’ of delay. Various 
explanstions of a most extrabrdinary delay 
have been forthcoming, but the time seams 
now to have come when nono of these can 
reasonably be put forward ‘again.

necessary funds: Such an exeuse is to-day 
absurd, in fsce of the news with which 
everybody here is now familiar, The bonds. 
of the Shanghai-Nanking railway are 
reported to beat a handsome premium, and 
the Kowloon-Cuntow railway is a much 
more attractive proposal. We my there- 
foro. without impropriety remind the 
Colonial Government, the local Chamber 

of Commerce, and the Hongkong branch 
of the China Association, thut- the preseat 
is a psychological moment when aetion taken, 


| by thom would be lilcely to be most effec: 


tive. Tho public is anxious to know what 
the concéssionar‘es are doing; if ‘nothing, 


why? if they intend te de anything ; and if 
there ia any alternative to the presont very 
unsatisfactory state of things. Qur cor- 
respondent, first referred to, holds the 
opinion that a sufficiontly forceful represdn- 
tation, by His Excellency the Governor 
tothe Home Government, of tho pressing 
necessities of the business, would have a 
drastic effect, No doubt it would. Pressure 
of no light nature might be brought to bear 
upon the finuncial magnates who are game 
bling so easily with the destinies of this 
important colony.

certainly, be worth trying, and the longer’| - 


that such united efforts are put off, the 
greater and nore formidable will the 
difficulties become. Already the Chinese 
prejudice against foreign. capital in such 
connections is growing more. prouounced, 
for reagons that are obvious, We my yet 
have to suffer for the sins of our neighbours, 
for the lesson of the Peking-Newchwang 
railway is es nothing to the warnings 
‘afforded by some of tho other accomplished 
enterprises. The Chinese at Canton know. 
that no political intrigue or ulterior design 
underlies the scheme under discussion; but 
‘Peking is easily come at, easily influenced, 
and there are those who view the rise and 


progress of Hongkong with no great favour, 
Thus, while our intentions toward China 
are of the most honourable nature, there is 
always a dunger that the lapse of time, 
which is bringing einbittering experiences 
to the authorities at Peking, might con- 
ceivably dispose thom to mistrust even their 
hest friends, und to increase the difficulties 
from ‘which such enterpri-es bave ever 
been altogether free. The Cantonese would 
gain more than we by the opening of this 
line. The only thing that. stands in the 
way appears to ba the mysterious hope of 
the concessionaries for some. uniquely 
favourable opening to introduce their busi- 
ness; The public has in the past been 
moat rengonable and patient; but they 
cannot afford to watch the present golden 
opportunity being allowed to pass without 
any mpparent effort to seize it, If the 
corporation is awake, we bave a right to 
be shown some signs of life.

Tho f'mes correspondent at Washington, on 


‘| Feb, 12th wrote ns tollows :-— 


By 59 votes to nine the Senate has des‘royed 
the arbitration treaties concluded betwoon the 
United =tates and England, Gormany, Italy. 
France, and other Powers. Pho destruction wus 
effected, a3 80 often before, by what it pleases 
the Senate to call an amendment. The original 
text of Artcle 2 wes :— ; 

“In each individual conse tha high contracting: 
partios before appealing to the permanent Court 
of Arbitration shall coneluda a special agrée- 
ment defining clonrly the matter in diepate, the 
scope of the powers of the arbitrators, the 
poriods to ba fixod for the formation of an arbitral 
tribunal, and the sovoral stagos of procedure.” 

The Fenate, chignged “agreement” .to 
“treuty.” First the Commm‘tter oa Féreign 
Relations unanimously, then the Senate by the 
above vote, made that alteration: ‘wo days ayo 
the Pres ‘dent wrote to Senator Cullom, chairman 
of tho Forvign Committee, a lotter iu which he 
stated, with even more than his wonted clear 
forer, tho effect of the alteration. Said the 
President :— . 

“The vffect of the amendment ix to make it 
no Jongar possible as .botween the contracting 
parties to sabmit any matter whatever to aybitra- 
tion without first obtaining a special treaty to 
cover the case. ‘This will reprosent,- not o step 
forward. but a step backward.” 

_ Further, said the President. if you 
substitute treaty for agreament, “ these 
general arbitration treaties would th-n_ cesse 
to he such, and, indeed, in their amended form 
would amonit to a specific prononucement 
against the whole principle of a goneral arbitr :- 
tion troaty.’. The amendment, he continued, 
nullifies the treaty. Admitting the right of the 
Sonate toamend, hetel}sthat honourable body that 
it will be hia clear duty, if they amend. to refraia 
from trying to secure mtification by the other 
contracting parties of the aménied © trenty.

and mmnavnilingly, Senstor 
Lodge, his nearest personal f riend: voted against 
him.
